Weight, being drawn up by means of a ſmall Windlaſs affixed to the Side of the 
Machine, the King was then faſtened to a Board, which reached no higher than his Breaſt, laid along on his 
Belly, with his Head through the Hole in the Two Boards, (exacthy reſembling a Pillory); by this Means it is im- 
poſſible the Sufferer can remove his Head any Way. Through the Board that goes over the Neck there is a 
Cavity to admit the Axe, by which the Head i is completely ſevered in a Moment, and i in the Centre of the Neck; 
the Axe is let go by cutting the Rope, thereby cauſing no Tremulation 1 in the Sufferer by Noiſe, the Weight 
to which the Axe is fixed ſliding down with the greateſt Velocity, in Grooves cut in the Sides of the Machine. 
See the Companion Plate, called the MARTYR of EQUALITY, repreſenting the Axe down, and the 
Body laying on the Board, the Duke of Orleans holding by the Hair; the King's Head, to the Populace, exclaiming, 
„ Behold the Progreſs of our Syſtem !: And a Grenadier dipping a Handkerchief in the Blood, with the Point 
of his Bayonet.
